Bo it enacted bu the Senate and Haute of 
X opreeeatatioee o f the Unite d Statee af Ameri­ 
ca, in Congreet aetembled, That it shall be l*w- 
ful to enlist boys for the tiavy,with the consent 
• f thou parents or guardians, not being under 
thirteen nor over eighteen years of age, to 
•erve until they shall arrive at the ago of SI 
years; and it shall be lawful to enlist oilier 
persons for the navy, to serve for a period not 
exceeding (ive years, unless sooner discharged 
by dirt chou of tho 1’rusid.iul of the U- States ; 
and so much o f an act entitled “ An act to 
emend tho act entitled ‘ An act to amand the 
net authorising tim employment of an addi- 
tional naval force," approved loth May, It&O, 
e e is inconsistent with the provisions pf tins 
aet, shall be, and is hereby, repealed. 
Sac. 3. A nd bt it further enacted, That when 
the tune of service oi auy person enlisted for 
tho navy,shall expire, while he is on boar., any 
o f the publie vessels o f the United States em­ 
ployed on foreign service, it shall no Urn duty 
o f tho commanding officer of tho duct, squad­ 
ron, or vessel in which suoh pere n may be, to 
tend him to the United States in some public 
or other vessel, unless his detention shall be es- 
eential to the public interests, in which case 
the laid officer may detain him until tho yes- 
eel in whieh be shall be serving shall return to 
the United States ; and it shall be tlio duty of 
eaid officer, immediately to make report to the 
Navy Department, o f such detention and the 
oauses thereof. 
Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That ouch 
persona ae may be detained after the expiration 
o f their enlistment, under the next preceding 
coction o f this act. shall bo subject, in all res- 
poets, to the lawe and regulations for tin go­ 
vernment of the navy, until their return to the 
United States ; and all such persons as shall bo 
•o detained, and all such as shall voluntarily 
re-enlist to eorve until the return o f tho vceeel 
in which they shall be serving aud their rogu- 
tar discharge therefrom in the United Slates, 
shall, while so detained, and while so serving 
under their rn.enlistm ent, roceive an addition 
o f ooe-fourth to their former pay.

AN ACT for the more equitable administratien 
of the Navy Pension Fund. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and Houte of 
Repreeentativee oj the United Statee of imeri- 
§a, in Congreet atrembled, That if any officer, 
seaman or marine have died, or may herealler 
die, in the naval service, leaving a widow, and 
if no widow, a child or children, such widow, 
•Bd, if no widow, such child or children, shall 
bo entitled to rece ive half the monthly pay to 
which tho deceased would have been entitled, 
under the acts regulating the pay of the navy, 
in force on the first day of January, 1835, to 
commence from the time of tho death of such 
officer, seaman cr marine ; but in case of the 
death or intermarriage of such widow, the half 
pay shall go to the child or children of such 
deceased officer, seaman, or marine. Provided, 
T hat tho half pay granted to the child or chil­ 
dren shall cease on their death, or on their at­ 
taining the age of tw enty-one yours. 
Sec. S. And be it further enacted, That the 
pensione which may have been granted, or 
which may hereafter be granted to officers.sea­ 
men and marines, in the naval service disabled 
by wounds or injuries received while in tin 
line of their duty, shall lie considered to com. 
mence from the time of their being so disabled, 
and that the amount of pension to wnich i lid 
•S e e r s, seaman, and marines, may be enti’l-d, 
•hall be regulated according to the pay o f the 
Bevy as it existed on the first day of Jan. 1835. 
S ec. 3. And bo it further enacted Th it all 
•etc, and parts of acts, which may be inconsist­ 
ent with the provisions of Jus act, be, and the 
Bams are hereby, repealed, so far as they mav 
relate hereto.

LATE EARTHQUAKE IN PALESTINI. 
Letter frsm Mr. Chasasbaud, tbs British 
consul, dated Bey rout, Jan. 25, 1837, addres­ 
sed to Judah Benoliel, Ecq. of Gibraltar. 
“Hoar Bin—I have a mom painful task to 
perform—that of announcing the deaths of 
our much esteemed friends, Mr. and Mrs. 
Joshua Levy, of BaffVt, and the greater part 
of their family. I address my.-cif to you OS 
th* occasion, instead of doing so to Mr. Josh­ 
ua Luvy’rt brother, and other near relatives 
he may have at your place, in order that you 
may convey the melancholy tidings to thssi 
afttr you shill have prepared them. This 
horrible catastrophe look place on Sunday, 
the tat instant, late in the afternoon, though 
he,ure fcun.-et, when a moat viulsnt shock of 
earthquake destroyed the whole of Saffet, 
’l iberia*, and many of the surrounding vil­ 
lages, to which our much lamented ft tends. 
Mr. and lira. Levy, and the greater part of 
their family, fell victims, with about five hun­ 
dred other Israelites, ami as many Christmas 
and Mussulmans, st Batlet only, without in­ 
cluding the great many persona mortally 
wounded or maimed, and those who were dug 
out of the ruin*, eight or ten days after, alive, 
but starved, aud in a dying stats. Bach aa 
appalling scene is seldom to bs met with is 
tho annals of history, and my heart fails in at­ 
tempting to give you farther particulars.— 
While I lament tho loss of those friends wha 
fell, I am happy to say that Mr. Moses Levy, 
th* eldest son of our friend Mr. Joshua Ltvy 
I a lad ot about fourteen years old.) ss well os 
Mr. Joshua Levy’a sister, Mrs. Deborah Co­ 
hen, aud two of her daughters, escaped un­ 
hurt, and they nay they intend soon returning 
to Gibraltar. It out* only on the 5th mat&nt, 
[five days after th* earthquake] that the few 
survivors of Saffet recovered from their stu­ 
por, and despatched messengers to this and 
other places for assistance to remove th* 
rums, and bury the dead, and also for tents, 
coverings, provisions, surgical aid, Vc*, for (ho 
maimed and wounded, nuns of which they 
could obtain from the aurro*nding villages, 
which had shared the santa fate. We im­ 
mediately opened a subscription hers, and 
sent them what we could.” 
Another account estimates tbs whale num­ 
ber of victim* at three thousand. 
In consequence of tbs above melancholy 
intelligence the Hebrew community si Gib­ 
raltar caused a funeral service to be perfor­ 
med at the principal synagogue there sn tbs
